Provincial Fair Held 

' ^ In Alberta, 131© 


The Provincial Fairs of Alberta are 
now finished for the present season 
and on the whole they have been very 
successful in point of number and 
quantity of exhibits, interest mani. 
fested and public attendance- One 
hundred and eighty fairs were arrang. 
ed for last spring but as the season' 
advanced and the drought through, 
out the south especially became quite j 
pronounced and serious, eleven fairs 
were cancelled, all but one of these \ 
being south of Calgary. Of the fairs j 
that have been held only a few suf. j 
fered from inclement weather, during 
the early part of September, As in 
previous years f the later fairs had by 
far the best assortmment of grains 
roots and vegetables, while the eardier 
fairs for the most part excelled in the 
live stock sections. 

The suitability of the soil and clim¬ 
ate of the Central and Northern Al. 
berta for the growing of the very best 
class of roots and vegetables of all 
kinds is being impressesd on the peo. 
4>le in greater measure every year 
and especially upon visitors who seem 
perfectly astounded at the enormous 
crops of high grade garden produce 
in and around Edmonton. The writer 
beyond the Province during the last 
six weeks and found no district to 
compare with Edmonton in this re. 
spect. 

A good many fairs were held, un. 
fortunately during harvest and 
threshing and this naturally affected 
both the exhibits and the attendance. 
Most of the fairs this season adopted 
the revised classification recommend, 
ed by the committee which was selec. 
ted by the Fairs Association for that 
purpose, and where this was done the 
classes were run off with greater fa- 
formerly, Side shows with the ac. 
companying fakirs were less in evi. 
dence than usual, and several of the 
very best fairs would not permit side 
shows of any description on the 
grounds. This is as it should be. 

On the whole, therefore* the Al. 
berta Fairs of 1919, like its precede, 
cessors, may be classed as decidedly 
successful and helpful to the various

More than one settler remarked to 
a neighbour, as they left the office 
that evening, on the unusual crusti 
ness of Mary Ann’s manner and the 
sharpness of her tongue. The hired 
man, an East End Londoner, whose 
inexperience of farm wark was us 
ually atoned for in her eyes by the 
extreme smallness of his wages and 
his wilingness to help around the 
house, was glad as soon as he had had 
his supper and done the chores to re¬ 
tire to his own room. He was a young 
man of a cheerful disposition and mu¬ 
sical tastes, and was wont to receive 
kindly encouragement from Mary Ann 
in his efforts to extract from a con¬ 
certina with a defective key-board the

To¬ 
night he had scarcely achieved a

IMPORTANT NOTICE 

The Following sections are quoted 
from the Municipal Seed Grain Act, 
and should be carefully ODserved: 

Section 10 

All promissory notes shall be pay 
able at the office of the Secretary-

prisonment for a term not exceeding 
two months.

no hope. At the last day my deter¬ 
mination to leave you in silence so 
fat failed me that I entrusted my 
secret to young Tad Jordan—forgive 
me if I ought not to have done so— 
to leave you without telling my love 
was hard—to leave you and mayhap 
to die and you never know that I lov¬ 
ed you seemed to seperate you from 
not only in time but eternity. In 
telling Tad I thought I had provided 
for your knowing or not knowing of 
my love if I did not return—leaving 
the boy—for he is a good boy and true 
as steel—to do as he thought kindest 
to you, and now by a strange turn of 
fate I am telling you my own story; 
after all it is difficult to tell. 

‘For two months when this reaches 
you, you will have believed that I was 
dead, and I cannot hope honestly that 
you havfe not grieved for me—and for 
a month I have been in the base hos¬ 
pital at Belmont with nothing worse 
to bear than the mending of my left 
wrist, shattered by a spent bullet— 
but poor Jack is dead and lying in a 
bluff on the Modder River with some 
score of other brave fellows who fell 
in the last rush on the eighteenth of 
February. He was shot through the 
heart not ten yards from me, and 
when I reached his side he was dead, 
without a word or sign,, I kissed him 
and left him there, and hastened to 
follow my eomrades who had disap 
peared in the gathering gloom of the 
twilight—filled, I suppose, with some 
wild passion to avenge his loss. I was 
stumbling along when a ball struck 
my wrist, and I must have hit a rock 
with my head as I fell, for I knew 
nothing till I found myself lying in 
the field hospital with my left arm 
strapped up and a bandage round my 
head.

ed in to the sergeant major of A Com¬ 
pany by those who buried poor Jack, 
and his card that was in my tunic 
when they made the return of the 
wounded from the field hospital. That 
we had changed tunics and that a ter¬ 
rible mistake had been made never 
entered my head from the moment we 
did it till I stepped off the train at 
only one of the scores of times we had 
worn one another’s things since we 
were boys. The first man I met was 
the orderly sergeant of my own com¬ 
pany, and when I hailed him and laid

,‘Out of all the miseries and uncer 
tainties of today I have by to-night 
come at last to a clear purpose, The 
war, as far as fighting on my part is 
concerned, is over; the doctor tells 
me that though I can do camp or ord¬ 
erly-room duty, I shall not be able to 
carry a rifle for three or four months, 
and our year’s service ends in Sep¬ 
tember. The serious fighting will 
probably be finished long before then. 
If I were free to return to the firing 
line I would stay and take my luck 
with the rest of the boys till the. end 
came, but there will be plenty to do 
the hanging around headquarters here 
without Tom Dennis. Our own doc¬ 
tor will send in my application for 
discharge if I am not fit for active 
service by the first of July, and then 
it will he the first boat for Ireland, or 
the first boat for Canada, there to 
claim the bride of my heart and carry 
her away to my own land and my 
own people. It is you, Evelyn, that 
must say which it shall be. If you 
love me, forgive the rough bluntncss

It ended in the letter being put back 
in its envelope, which was refastened 
with the aid of a little gum, a little 
judicious smearing of the whole by a 
damp and not too sleanly hand gave 
It quite a natural appearance, with 
such a general look grubbiness as 
might be taken to be the natural result 
of its long journey from Africa, 
and it was placed among the varied 
assortment of old letters and funeral 
cards which Mary Ann kept in a 
little box at the bottom of her drawer, 

The compromise of keeping the let 
ter instead of burning it was so far re¬ 
assuring to Mary Ann’s conscience, 
that vexed and wearied as she was by 
the conflicting emotions through which 
she had passed, she found herself able 
to say her prayers—but she blew out 
the light first—an unconscious con¬ 
fession that her conscience was not 
quite lulled to Insensibility under the 
anaesthetic of her filial piety.
